HOME BUILDING IN LINCOLN. 


Building permits for more than a half million dol- 


lars worth, of homes have been Issued since January 1. 
by the city engineer's office ot Lincoln and this means 
that aproximately a. million dollars is being spent on 
new homes now under construction. 
An hour's ride 


through the new sections to the south and east of 
Lincoln and even along some streets in the older part 
of the city, will show quickly enough where the money 
is being spent. One does not need to Ko to California 
to see surprising building progress—you can find it al- 
most over night in Lincoln. 


Considering that the home building period Is just 


at its height, that April and May generally the biggest 
building months of the year, are yet to b* reported, the 
prospects are that Lincoln will report * record break- 
ing building year in spite of tho fact 
that few new 


school buildings afcd not many large business properties 
are to be erdeted. 
' 


Improvement in the type of small house now being 


built in- large numbers In Lincoln is likewise noted. 
The outside appearance as well as the inside conven- 
ience has been more careflully considered and better 
looking properties and a better looking city are result- 
ing. The middle west was slow to leave the old-fash- 
ioned construction for the more pleasing and artistic 
methods of architecture, but it seems to have joined 
very definitely with the beautiful small homo, movement 
that is sweeping the country. 


Building permits are roughly about a half of the 


total cost of a house, the land it. stands on and the 
furnishings. 
So if Lincoln passes the 
three million 


building mark vhich it so narrowly missed last year, it 
will mean that something like $6,000,000 -is being spent 
for enlargement and improvement in the city. In the 
last twenty-one years Lincoln's building permits have 
totaled J29,S73,000. That'is some 
indication of. how 


much faster we grow now.
